in reſpec of you touching mine own part, that have not deſerved

thzoitghont the whole wozfd, not only fo his magnanimity, but 
alſo foz his wildome and conrteſiz, as much as any Pꝛince that 
lived befoze his time o2 ſince. TAherein truelp you ſo well imi⸗ 
tate his teps, and that in ſuch manner , that having vanqurſhed 
me in battel, I confeſſe my felf moꝛe vanquiſhed then befoze, by 
reaſon of the great courtefie J finde in you, lo that I am ton⸗ 
ſtrained to account this your vict9zy of greater honoz, then if J 
my ſelf had overcome ten of the ben Knights in great Brittain. 
Truely (ſaid the King) this tour teſte you talk of, as far as J 
can perceive dorbleth in your felf, But let us leave this dil⸗ 
courfe,and tell me(if it pleaſe van) in what cafe yon find your bo. 
dy, and whether you find your ſelf any better then port did upon 
the ſeas, By how much the moze(laid the Knight) that the health

J ſay it my lelf, I know not any Gentleman living moze deſi- 
rous and careful to maintain his credit and pzomile than my 
ſelf, and ever will, wherein J will not yield to any man, 
Such is to bee loked fo}, ſaid the King, at the hands of men 
of pour calling: now therefoze J pzap vou declare unto me 
who you are, what pour name is, and what that Ring and thoſe 
great Lozds are, which attend your return, as alſo the occaſion 
of your voyage.

Don Falamgris calling to mind the two young Pꝛinces, which 
moꝛe then any other were recommended unto his charge, Don 
Flores and Li plan, and ſœing them not, neither pet hearing 
any ne ws of them, there was never poz Gentleman mote a. 
ſtoniched then he, fox he withdzew from all company dzowned

O molt ſozrowfnl and hard foztunate man (ſaith he) what ac- 
count wilt thou from hencefo2th peild unto the Empero? of the 
thing he lobed moſt dearly, and havingno ſ@ner ended his com.

loud as pollible he might, in a manner as if ſome beaſt had ben 
taken, hoping by that long kind of blaſt to call and aſſemble 
thoſe that he ſo much deſired to finde out; but all that notwith: 
ſtanding, news could he hear none : where at he found himſelf 
moꝛe abathed then befoze, and not he alone but all the reſt like» 
wiſe which in the ſame manner. traverſed , both Hedges and 
Ditches, thzough. thick and thin, to finde that they could not ſ#, 
But all in dain, foz what diligence ſoever they uſed, oz what 
unknown 02 thick way ſoever they fwk» not one of them could
